and are forcing the Rugsians to give 
up many of their hard won positions 
in those mountains. 

Their advance eastward has brought 
the <Austre-Germans nearly’ within 
striking distance of Przemysl, and 
military observers believe that unless 
the Russians can make a stand on the 
River San the fortress of Przemysl, 
the fall of which caused such a great 
impression not many weeKs ago, will 
soon again be in the hands of its 
original owners. .

CHIEF POINTS 
IN U.S. NOTE. 

The principal points in the note are 
substantially as follows: 

1. The United States government 
calls attention to the various incidents 
in the war zone proclaimed by Ger- 
many around the. British Isles, the 
sinking of the British liner Falaba. 
with the loss of Leon C. Thresher, an 
American; the attack by German air- 
men on the American steamer Cush- 
ing, the torpedoing without warning 
of the American steamer Gulflight, 
and finally the torpedoing without 
warning of the Lusitania with its loss 
of more than a thousand lives of non- 
combatants, among them more than 
one hundred Americans. 

2. These acts are declared to be in- 
defensible under international law. 
The United States points out that it 
never admitted Germany’s right to do 
them, and warned the imperial gov- 
ernment that it would be held to a 
“strict accountability” for attacks on 
American vessels or lives. A_ strict 
accounting, therefore, is now asked 
from Germany. 

3. The usual financial reparation will 
be sought, although Germany is in ef- 
fect reminded that no reparation can 
restore the lives of those sacrificed in

it in public advertisements. Manifestly, if 
the carrying of neutral pasengers would pro- 
tect British merchantmen, also transporting 
cargo, from destruction, Germany could in 
no way make effective her marine warfare, 
which, it is apparent, is vital to her existence. 

That is the German argument, and tech- 
nically there is some merit in it. 

England, on the other hand, kept the Lusi- 
taniun at work because. she supposedly com- 
manded the seas. She boasted that the ship 
could not be caught. She gave the warrant 
of her protection to every passenger. She 
guaranteed safe passage. She did not 
assume that the submarineg would not 
try to get the Lusitania, but, on the con- 
trary, ways and means for preventing their 
attacks had been discussed. She, having 
driven German tonnage off the seas, could 
not expect to continue her own commerce if 
it were within the might of Germany to 
prevent it. Germany had the power, in the 
form of submarines, a type of fighting craft 
invented subsequent to the formulation of 
international law, the legality of which; how- 
ever, was recognized by all nations, for all 
nations have incorporated this form of ship 
in their navies. As to whether it is proper 
to use them as commerce destroyers, the 
question is a new one, but Germany's answer 
to it is and was well Known. 

The destruction of a British ship by Ger- 
many does not concern the United States. 
Our interest lies solely in the fact that Ameri- 
cans were aboard and were Killed. The only 
complaint, therefore, that we technically 
have a right to make is that it was the duty 
of the Germans to save American passengers 
before destroying the ship.
